Several days ago Attorney General 


Hart rendered an opinion on the regis- 
tration law that will prove of great inter- 
est to all the voters of tbe state, eaya the 
San Francisco Examiner. He was then 
at Sacramento and the dispatch to the 
ciiy and interior papers purporting to 
give the etiect of tho opinion was very 
meager and unsatisfactory. Since th;it 
time the attorney general'B oilice has j 
been besieged with letters from county 
clerks, asking for information concerning 
the method of applying the new law. 


In order to satisfy these numerous in- 


juirieB tho attorney general has issued a 
pamphlet containing the full text of the 
opinion, trom which the following synop- 
sis hae been taken: 


Section 10% of iho Political Code pro- 


vides that the registration entry must 
phow: The name ut length of the voter; 
the BKe, omitting fractions of years; the 
country of nativity; the place of resi- 
dence, giving the ward or precinct; if 
naturalized, the time aud place of natur- 
alisation ; tha date of the entry of each 
person, each name numbered iu ihe or- 
der of its entry.

VALI-AKAISO, December 4.—There is a 


growing excitement over the situation 
between Chili and the United States, 
,nd tbe iccal authorities are taking pre- 
cautions to prevent the renewal r.f insiilfc 


injury to Americans. Tho foreign 


residents generally regard the prospect 
aa serious ami are not sanguine of ft 
peaceable outcome of the controversy.
